For the reasons briefly presented below and based on an evaluation of the information contained
in the supporting references enumerated below, | have determined that acquisition of the Vatnsdal
and Rand properties in Woodbury and Harrison Counties, lowa is not a major Federal action which
would significantly affect the quality of the human environment within the meaning of Section
